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CHINA. 
—o— 
SHANGHAI. 
The dates by the present mail extend to the Ist March. The 


London mail of Jan. 13 was expected on the 3rd March. 


A meeting of the Shanghai Race Club was held on the 27th, at 
which the accounts for the past year, showing a total receipt of 
Tis. 12,519.78 and expenditure of Tls. 9,767.34, were passed. It 
was agreed to devote Tis. 1,000 of the balance towards reducing 
the mortgage on the Grand Stand. Mesars. Annecke, Dallas, 
Higson, King, Markham, Low, and Ringer were elected stewards 
for the current year. 


The owners of Messrs. Bower and Hanbury’s compound consent 
that the objectionable corner shall be rounded off, and agree to 
make the alteration at their own expense, claiming only that the 
municipality shall pay one cash per annum as rental for the 
ceded ground. Mr. Bower explains that his previous de- 
mand for the restoration of the wall arose from no desire 
to inconvenience the community, but from an impulse to 
resist what he considered as an act of aggression. As 
Mr. Bower’s letter may convey an impression that the wall was 
pulled down without previous application to his local agents for 
permission, we are requested by the Municipal Council to say 
that a written econ was addressed to Messrs. Bower, Han- 
bury and Co. as far back as the 12th July, 1869, though it doeg 
not seem to have been forwarded by that firm to the owners ; 
further, that Mr. Hanbury’s consent was personally asked by the 
chairman of the Public Works Committee, on the day before the 
wall was pulled down, and a letter based on that conversation 
was written on the day following, asking, formally, for the per- 
mission which was understood to have been verbally accorded. 

A paper was read at the meeting of the Asiatic Society, by Mr. 
J.B. Robertson, communicated by Dr. Williams, of the United 
States Legation at Peking, giving an extremely interesting account 
of a visit to Loochoo at the commencement of the present century, 
taade by a Chinese statesman who was sent to that State for 
the investiture of its king. One of the Imperial envoys kept a 
journal in which he noted, from day to day, all incidents of travel 
which transpired from the day of his departure from Peking to 
the termination of his mission. On his return he published his 
diary, which Dr. Williams has translated and enriched by expla- 
natory notes. 

The stained glass for the windows in the south transept of 
Trinity Church, subscribed for as a memorial to the late Mr. 
Hobson, arrived in the Priam, and is being put up. 

The British Post-office has been moved from the house at the 
foot of Nanking-road to one of the rear houses of the Commercial 
Bank-buildings. The Local Post-office, we hear, will follow in 
about a month’s time to the front house of the same premises. It 
occurs to us, in connection with these movements, to ask whether 
an arrangement could not be made that the American and French 
Post-offices, the British Packet Agency, and the Local Post, should 
all occupy one building. The convenience to the communit 
would be very great ; the position of the Commercial Bank-build- 
ings is very central, and there must be room there for all. 

A gentleman who has lately returned from Soonkong informs us 
that the marble slab marking the vault where the foreign officers 
killed at or near that city were buried has been removed, and 
that Ward’s grave has been covered over with earth, so as to re- 
semble an ordinary native mound. Those who know the spot will 
remember that Ward’s coffin was first placed in the grounds of the 
Confucian temple, but was subsequently removed by the Chinese to 
a field, where it seems to be much neglected. We are glad to 
hear that the U.S. Consul-General intends to move in the matter. 

The new year seems to have passed off at Hankow without any 
failures. There has been next to no_business done during the 
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fortnight, and the market had not re-opened on the 24th. 
Business was expected to recommence with the current week. 

From Peking we flearn that a memorial has been presented to 
the Emperor by a high official, charging Tseng-kwo-fan with 
being afraid of foreigners, and therefore acting in concert with 
them. The particular case mentioned is that he has misrepre- 
sented the real state of affairs in his account of the investigation 
of the Tientsin Massacre. He is charged with knowing full well 
that the charges of kidnapping children, plucking out their eyes, 
&c., are perfectly true. Hence the Imperial Government is urged 
to give that affair a further and more satisfactory investigation. 

e have letters from Newchwang to the 27th January, report- 
ing everything quiet. The thermometer had fallen to 9 deg. 
below zero, and the weather was fine and cold. Skating conse- 
quently was active, but opium dull—at Tls. 600 nominal, and no 
buyers. Produce remains igh: 

A Consuls’ meeting was held at Her Masesty 4 Consulate on the 
27th of February. Present :—Messrs. Mejan, Medhurst, Redding, 
Schlik, Kroes, and Seward. The Commissioner of Customs and 
Harbour-master were also present, by invitation. The inability 
of the Consul for North-Germany to attend the meeting was stated. 
It was resolved :—That the Consular Body accept with thanks 
the exertions of the Harbour-master in sketching out a survey 
of the best channel across the Woosung bar ; that they consider, 
with him, that a verification of the survey will be a desideratum 
in the interests of all concerned; and that they will invite the 
commanders of vessels-of-war in port to verify the survey, and 
to consult with him upon the best method of marking the 
channel. 

The charts of the Yang-tse from River Point to Woosung, from 
the recent survey by the United States ship Alaska, were laid be- 
fore the meeting. It was resolved : That the survey of the a 
tse-kiang from River Point to Woosung, by Commander H. C. 
Blake, U.8.N., be laid on the table; and that the hearty acknow- 
ledgments of the Consular Body, on behalf of their respective flags, 
be presented to Captain Blake, Lieutenant Commander Chester, 
and’ the officers of the Alaska, for their energetic and useful ser- 
vices in the cause of navigation and commerce in these waters. 

A sketch chart of the new or northern channel between Woo- 
sung and the sea was laid on the table, and the general question 
of a re-survey of the approaches to the port was considered. It 
was resolved—That a re-survey of the approaches to the port of 
Shanghai is very much needed, and that a survey of the northern 
channel, between Woosung and the sea, is to be desired. 

In response to questions put to them, the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms and Harbour-master stated that the lightships and buoys on 
the Confucius and Lang-shan crossings will be placed as recom- 
mended by Captain Blake, so soon as the changes needed at Woo- 
sung can be effected. 

The judgment of Chief Judge Goodwin in the case of Chung- 
Chin-Lien v. Jardine, Matheson and Oo., agents of the 8.8. Lis- 
more, was delivered on the 27th Feb. After a careful summing up 
of the law and evidence in the case he found for defendants on 
the ground that plaintiffs manifestly knew that the mate’s 
receipt was treated as in all respects the same as a bill of lading. 
The judgment, however, did not carry costs, except costs of 
Court ; ser at the instance of Mr. Rennie, it was stated that 
this was not to be taken as a precedent. 

It is rumoured that the Chinese authorities at the Kaou- 
Chang-Meaou intend inaugurating their operations for this year 
by beginning the manufacture of needle guns; but we are un- 
able to vouch for the accuracy of the report. 

Among the passengers arrived per Costa Rica from Japan last 
week we observe the name of John Markham, Esq. H.B.M. 
Consul at Chefoo. 

A preliminary meeting of the North China Steam Carriage 
tea ag (Limited) was held, Mr. Hanbury in the chair. Present : 
Messrs. R. L. Fearon, David Maclean, F. Porter, J. B. Tootal, R. 
8. Gundry, D. Partridge, Osar Stamenan, F. C. Adams, Wm. Har- 
wood, F. Boyce, J. 8. Robison, W. J. Blydenburgh, James Hen- 
derson, H. Hertz, F. King, and J. F. Leaman, Jun. After some 
discussion as to the value of the company’s scrip, the chairman 
proposed that the shares should be for Tls. 250 instead of Ts. 500 
as originally intended, which was carried. Mr. Adams proposed, 
and Mr. Boyce seconded, a resolution approving of the action 
taken by Mr. J. Henderson, in ordering a road steamer, omnibus, 
and trucks, which was also carried ; and the rules and regula- 
tions, adopted as 4 preliminary constitution of the company, the 
object of which is to carry goods and passengers to the province of 
Chihle, principally between Taku, Tientsin, and Peking, and the 
surrounding districts. Mr. Henderson will take the full manage- 
ment for twelve months after the arrival of the road steamer at 
Tientsin. The capital isat present fixed at fifty or more shares, 
of Tis. 260 each, with power to increase it, if the enterprise is 
found to answer. 

The third annual report of the American Episcopal Mission 
Hospital exhibits subscriptions from foreigners Tls. 1,742, from 
Chinese Tls. 372. The committee also acknowledge with thanks 
the valuable and gratuitous services of Drs. Henderson,Jamieson, 
and Thin, to Messrs. Churton and Co. for a gift of medicines, and 
to Drs. MacGowan and Forrest for assistance in time of need.

Hargreaves, adjourned 
2lst. Jan. to enable bankrupt to pevarate furniture 
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bought after his arrival in Shanghai in 1867 from that pre- 
viously in his possession, was held on the 25th Feb. 

Bankrupt deposed :—I have three marriage settlements, re- 
settling the furniture, last is dated in 1857. When I left China 
in 1862, the whole of the furniture set out in the schedule to 
these settlements was sold, except engravings and paintings. The 
money [I received for the furniture I paid in to my agents, and 
when I got home I re-invested it in furniture, along with 
moneys of my own, to the extent of £6,000. None of the pro- 
ceeds wag paid over to the trustees under the marriage settle- 
ment, but they were informed of the sale of the furniture. No 
fresh settlement was made for the last investment. The furni- 
ture, plate, pictures, &c., amounting to £6,000, which I bought 
in London, was sold there again, and the proceeds paid to 
Hyde and Jones, to account of my indebtedness with them. 
In regard to local operations here, I did not speculate on my own 
account, it was on account of the firm, and I kept no separate 
one. The transactions were always entered in the bank pass-books 
of the firm. I had no particular reason for not entering certain 
of them in the business books, except that the books were behind- 
hand. I told Mr. Price when the local transactions were finished 
to enter up the results as profit or loss, but up to the time I left 
China this was not done, as Mr. Price’s books were behind. I 
never told him not to enter them at all. 

Mr. Thorburn handed in a note of Tis. 4,000 not entered. He 
also mentioned a sum of Tls. 60,000 drawn but not entered in the 
cash-book, and putin a memo. of cheques drawn by Mr. Har- 
greaves on the Chartered Bank of India, Australia and China, the 
sum total reaching Tis. 320,000. Being asked if it was true that 
these were not entered in cash-book, witness said he supposed it 
was true. 

In the course of his subsequent examination the bankrupt 
said :—lI entirely deny having put any profits to my own private 
account. Iwas allowed to draw £2,500 a-year to my private 
account besides table allowance. The balance at my debit for the 
two years till January, 1869, was Tls. 17,948, and in 1869 
Tis. 8,912.99. From the lst January to April, 1870, my credit 
was more than the debit, being Tls. 2,789 to Tls. 2,064. The 
whole balance of my debit, without crediting myself with any- 
thing, is Tls. 26,135.99. That amount I had spent by paying 
Mr. Liebert £2,000, life insurance, £210 a-year, education of my 
children at home, £300 a-year, £200 a-year allowance to my 
sister, and I bought yas shares to Tis. 1,200. The an- 
nual payments I have mentioned were made for three years. 
The rest I used for personal expenses here in Shanghai. 
I believe my balance still owing to Mr. Liebert to be about 
£1,200. My indebtedness was reduced by Mr. Liebert collecting 
in London, on account of insurances, particular averages, &c., for 
the firm of R. F. Thorburn and Co., a sum of about £1,500, which 
he passed to my personal credit, without my authority in the first 
instance. That amount should have been entered to my debit 
here. That makes about Tls. 4,500 more I received, altogether 
about Tls. 31,000. Ialso received the payment of a draft of Mr. 
Higson’s for £1,500, which Mr. Higson was afterwards repaid out 
of the business. The total amount of my drawing was there- 
fore about Tis. 37,000, and that does not include my table allow- 
ance up to June 1868, or house rent, which were always put 
to charges account. I owed Mr. Liebert £4,500 for losses on 
Soa sent out to Shanghai, and he sent me some just before 

went home in 1867, part of which remained unsold till I 
came back. I remitted for them. My family’s expenses 
while I was at home were paid by Rice and Co., out of goods sold 
here, partly at least out of proceeds of Liebert’s. I hypothecated 
certain gas and dock shares to Mr. Liebert as security for his advance 
of £5,000. The dock and part of the gas shares were mortgaged 
to some of the banks in Shanghai. In 1867 I took money out of 
the business to redeem them, in order to enable me to hypothe- 
cate them to Mr. Liebert—about Tls. 1,500. The local operations 
were always carried on in my own name. I usually give pro- 
missory notes for loans in connection with them in my own name. 
Only three of these, as far as I know, are outstanding, two to the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, and one to the 
Oriental Bank. The securities for these loans were goods bought 
in the gran market. The operations resulted in considerable 
losses. My life insurance policy lapsed in January. 





; HONG KONG. 

Dates reach to the 8th March. The London mail of Jan. 20 
(French) arrived out on the 2nd inst. 

A memorandum, handed in by Chief Justice Smale, at the last 
meeting of the Legislative Council, namely, in November last, hag 
been the subject of some comment, The Chief Justice condemns 
the licensing system in practice, and also questions its legality 
under the existing ordinances. With regard to the police force, he 
expresses a strong opinion as to its inefficiency and corruption, and 
holds that it ought to be placed under one efficient head, instead 
of being partly under the Registrar-General, and that it is essen- 
tial that the inspectors be acquainted with the Chinese language 
more than they are at present. 

The proceedings on habeas corpus before the Chief Justice in 
Chambers with reference to the rendition of one of the men con- 
cerned in the coolie rising on board the Nouvelle Penelope have 
terminated, but judgment has not yet been delivered. 
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The cross-actions in Admiralty between the British ship Black | for the Colorado ; and we are only glad to see that the Colony has 


Adder and the Messageries Maritime steamer Volga, are still 
before the Court. They will be terminated to-morrow, when the 
Attorney-General will give his argument for the Volga. 

The annual race meeting took place from the 2nd to the 4th 
March, and went off favourably. The race in the Challenge Cup 
was that which excited most interest, but their was no competi- 
tion}; Exeter, who was to oppose North Australian, having no 
chance, and being withdrawn, so that the long contested prize goes 
to the owner of North Australian. It has been -well run for, 
though it is to be regretted that the last race was not more in- 
teresting. 

The anniversary of Washington’s Birthday was celebrated by 
the officers of the U.8.8. Colorado, who got up some good scratc 
boat-races, and received a large number of visitors on board. 

The Bishop of Victoria has returned to his diocese. The Rev. 
J. Piper, who has acted as Colonial Chaplain during the Bishop’s 
absence, has resigned. 

News has reached this port of the total loss of the ship Andro- 
meda, bound to this from Shanghai, in ballast, on Fisher’s Island of 
the Pescadores on the 21st February. One of the mates, and six- 

een of the crew escaped in a boat to Tai-wan-foo, Formosa. The 
captain and the remainder of the crew were last seen by the mate 
who escaped, endeavouring to land on one of the Pescadores, and 
no further news of them has yet come to hand. 

The annual meeting of shareholders in the Hong Kong and 
Whampoa Dock was held on the 25th February. The chairman 
stated that every effort should be made to reduce the expenditure 
of the concern, and that arrangements would be completed for in 
future getting out material from home. The Aberdeen Dock, 
which was temporarily closed has been again opened. A dividend 
at the rate of only 3 per cent. per annum was declared for the 
half-year ending 31st December: 1870, but the report notices that 
exceptional circumstances hai diminished the amount of docking 
business during that period. 

The first ordinary age of the shareholders in the China 
Fire Insurance Company took place on the 22nd Feb. The al-, 
teration in the lesa of settlement for the purpose of facilitating 
the transfer of shares, which it was proposed to make at an extra- 
ordinary meeting called for the same day, could not be effected, in 
consequence of the absentee shareholders not sending in their 

roxies. Another meeting will be called shortly, and it may be 
Poped that shareholders who are away will take care to send in 
proxiesjfor that occasion, as the alteration to be made is one ob- 
viously necessary, and regarding the advisability of which there 
can scarcely be two opinions. . 

The Gazette of the 4th March contains two “ statements ” made 
by the Hon. the Chief Justice, which were read and confirmed 
in the Legislative Council on February 23, but which were offi- 
cially minuted so far back as Nov. 11,1870. One relates to the 
gambling license system and its effects ; the other to the state of 
our local police force. The former of these has attracted a good 
deal of public attention. It is undoubted that a tone of dis- 
honesty has been engendered by gambling-houses, which it is 
within the province of stringent statutes to deal effectually with. 
But this revives the question of police, and his Lordship, on this 
issue, raises @ very serious issue. The police have, for four years 
at least, been the subject of much hostile criticism. The Chief 
Justice says it has become demoralised mainly through the in- 
fluence of the gaming-houses, and, in fact, that the police have 
“concurred in originating conspiracies to convict innocent men 
of murder,” in the hope of obtaining Government rewards. This 
isa heavy charge, but the assumption seems to be borne out by 
the conduct of the Government. A commission was appointed to 
inquire into the abuses of the police force, and they made a re- 
port and an amended report, which were both burked, as we gather 
from the Gazette. The item for police expenditure for last year 
was $172,395.20. If any portion of this amount—the police sys- 
tem being still unamended—is to be spent in the payment of po- 
licemen who will join in “ originating’ charges of murder against 
innocent men, the Editor of the China Mail is justified in ex- 
c'aiming as he does, “ How will this thing read at home?” 

It should be mentioned that 917 firms and individuals, 
Chinese, have signed a petition to the Home Government, pray- 
-ing for the] abolition of licensed {gaming-houses, “as being ex- 
tremely injurious to the people.” This interesting petition, and 
the papers relating to it, have been moved for in the House of 
Commons by Mr. Edgar Bowring. . 

The British Consular Chaplain at Foochow, the Rev. George 
Hamilton, M.A., having resigned his position, and being about to 
return home, the residents at Pagoda Anchorage have taken the 
opportunity to testify their appreciation of the rev. gentleman’s 
ministerial labours among them. Their testimonial is in the 
shape of a handsome silver salver from Messrs. Falconer and Co. 

‘Messrs. Spratt and Co, shipwrights at Wanchi, are at present 
engaged in. finishing a spar which is something of a novelty in 
this part of the world. The spar, which has been put together as 
a main-yard for the U.8. flagship Colorado, measures 110 feet 6 
inches in length, and 28 inches in diameter. It is made of Oregon 
pine logs, and consists of about half-a-dozen of those slices of 
timber fixed together by coaks, and welded by means of a series 

of iron bands. It is said to be the largest spar ever “built” in 
the East, and (is unquestionably six inches ahead of the Red 
Jacket’s main-yard, The same firm is about to make a foreyard 
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the means to perform and the demand for, pieces of work of such 
unusual dimensions. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
=o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to March 15. No mail from Europe had arrived 
since the last despatch, but the Behar, with the English mail of 
Feb. 10, was expectod the following day. 

The following items are from the Straits Times :— 

The last mail steamer conveyed home his Excellency the Go- 
vernor, who has obtained twelve months leave of absence, and on 
March 4 Colonel Anson, Lieutenant Governor of Penang, was sworn 
in as Administrator of the Government. Colonel Anson went to 
Penang the same afternoon, in the Pluto, intending to remain 
there until the 10th or 11th. Hardly had he left, however, before 
events occurred which accelerated his return. 

CHINESE RIOT. 

It would almost appear as if the heads of two turbulent Chi- 
nese Secret Societies had been awaiting his accession to office to 
mark it by disastrous riots, similar to those which occurred so 
shortly after his advent at Penang. Whether this be so or not, 
they have found out their error, and have been convinced, we 
trust, that the Government is not only able but determined to put 
down any attempt of the kind. There have been in reality no 
riots, but there were gatherings of armed men in the country, who 
night after night committed robberies with violence, and arson, 
and forcibly resisted the efforts of the police to recover the pro- 
pony thus unlawfully taken or to arrest any of the offenders. 

fatters began to assume a serious aspect. Firearms were used, 
first against the police, and then in their raids. The police were 
worn out, and the military came to their assistance, mounting 
guard in the disturbed districts, and acting as a reserve guard at 
the stations in case of a riot in town. 
LANDING OF MARINES, ETC. 

A detachment of seamen and marines from H.M.’s Barrosa 
were placed at the Central Police-station, a number of the Euro- 
pean residents volunteered their services as special constables, 
and the Singapore Volunteer Corps also showed themselves ready 
to assist in preserving the peace. This display had the desired 
effect, and deterred the marauders from further demonstrations. 
News of the disturbances was at once telegraphed to the Acting 
Governor at Penang, and he hastened to return, but found on his 
arrival that all danger had passed for the present. Active search 
has been and is being made for the headmen, some of whom are still 
at large, and until they are got hold of the public peace cannot be 
said to be fully secured. The display of strength made, however, 
cannot fail to have a salutary effect. 


The principal other topic of interest is the visit of his Majesty 
the King of Siam. His Majesty will be the guest of the Acting Go- 
vernor at Government House, and a portion of his retinue will be ac- 
commodated at Raeburn House, on the New Harbour road. He will 
land at Johnston’s Pier, where he will be received by the Acting Go- 
vernor and officials, and will then proceed to the Town Hall, where 
he will hold a levee, and thence to Government House, where a 
reception will be given in the evening. The programme of ar- 
rangements are varied, and include an official dinner at Govern- 
ment House, theatricals and a ball at the Town Hall, a visit to 
the flower show at the Gardens—which occurs very opportunely— 
and we suppose other entertainments not yet decided upon.

For 
this purpose he procured some eggs of the silk-worm moth from 
Japan, which were carefully hatched, and with such success that 
he has now more than three thousand healthy silk-worms. It is 
his intention to send some of the cocoons home for examination 
and report upon their quality. The mulberry tree thrives well 
here, and the evenness of the temperature during the is be- 
lieved to be remarkably favourable for the silk-worms. It remains 
to be seen whether the climate favourably affects the quality of 
the silk. We understand Mr. Brown intends experimenting also 
with the China silk-worm.

The Satsuma waa loading Tea for either New York or 
Montreal, but her ultimate destination had not transpired. It was not 
probable that any other vessel would be placed on the berth for the 
United States, as the bulk of the Teas on hand were totally unsuited for 
that market. Settlements for the fortnight, 3,059 half-chests; reshi p- 
ments on owners’ account, nil; stock, 29 chops, or 11,280 packages, of 
Fychow, Teenkai, and Moyune Teas, 3,059 half-chests; 5 chops, or 
1,909 packages, of Shanghui-packed and Pingsuey Teas.

CANToN.—Business suspended during the fortnight on account of 
the holidays. and no settlements reported. Stocks remained as last 
reported, and consisted of qualities wholly unsuited to the requirements 
of the London market. The last Tea cargo had left, and the season was 
considered as entirely closed. 

SILK. 


SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. Skeges and Co.’s Ciren- 
lar :—The China New Year holidays commenced on the 18th February, 
and cannot be said to be fuirly over yet, although some few brokers and 
dealers are going the round of the market, apparently more with the 
object of learning foreigners’ ideas than with the intention of doing 
busincss. as the prices they ask are fully Tis. 10 to 20 over those paid 
last mail. Notwithstanding these excessive demands, huyers have been 
found for about 200 hales (100 of which should have been included in 
our last report), mostly 4 and 5 Tsatlee, with a few Hangchow and Long 
Reel. Some few bales of Dragon chop have been taken at Tis. 590, 
equal to 303. 2d., and Eukefong Blue Elephant chop at Tis. 532}, equal 
to 27s. 3d. 


CANTON.—During the early part of the fortnight, the Chinese holders 
withdrew their stocks from the market, and when business was resumed 
after the holidays, advanced their prices. In some instances the advance 
was obtained, and at the close they seemed inclined to hold their stocks 
rather than submit to aay reduction, with the hope, no doubt, of ob- 
taining better rates later on. Transactions on the whole had not been 
extensive. There had been a few settlements in Re-reels for America. 


COCHIN CHINA AND STRAITS PRODUCE.

DEPARTURE OF THE TAMAR. 

The screw troop-ship Tamar, Captain Hickley, sailed from Ports- 
mouth on the 11th inst. with the naval officers and crews for the Avon 
and Dwarf, on the China station, as well as officers and men for the 
flag-ship Ocean, for disposal among the other vessels in the place of 
those whose periods of service have expired. The names of the officers 
who have sailed in this vessel were given in our issue of last week. In 
addition to the marines for the Avon and Dwarf, one sergeant and 
eight privates Royal Marine ight Infantry of the Gosport Division 
were embarked to join the marine battalion at Yokohama. 

The Tamar will call at St. Vincent, Ascension, and St. Helena to 
coal, and proceed to the Cape and Natal, where she will disembark 
troops; thence to the Mauritius, Singapore, Hong Kong, and Yoko- 
hama, whence after having been employed in the removal! of troops 
between the two last named places, she will embark the officers and 
crews of the ships recommissioned, and, with any naval and military 
invalids for whom passage may be required, return to England. This 
round of service is expected to employ her about seven months. 

Commander B. W. Bax has been appointed to the command of the 
Dwarf, vice Commander Walker, whose period of service has expired. 
The appointment of Commander H. T. Boger, reported in our last issue, 
has been cancelled. - 








The Curlew, twin-screw gun-vessel, Commander D. Boyle, which 
will shortly sail for the China station, has made the official deep-load 
trial of her machinery and speed at the measured mile, Maplin Sands 
and attained at fall-powera speed of 10-79 knots, and at half-power, 
8.73 knots, which was considered highly satisfactory.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerpDam, April 12. 

Both the Chambers are now in recess, and the Lower House will not 
meet until the 18th inst., when the Budgets will be discussed. Our 
papers are preparing themselves for the election struggle, which must 
take place in the month of June next, when one half—say forty—of 
the members of the Chamber must resign. There will be a very warm 
fight, especially in Amsterdam, where there are three members, all 
Conservatives, who will resign, but who will of course offer themselves 
for re-election. 

In a recent letter I told you that his Royal Highness Prince Henry 
would proceed to Suez by the steamer Willem III. on its first voyage to 
Batavia via the Sucz Canal. It appears that this statement was prema- 
ture; it had indeed been the intention of the Prince to make this trip, 
but subsequently the idea was given up. It is stated that a very large 
number of passengers have already arranged with the Nederland Com- 
pany to make the passage by this steamer. It is probable that all the 
first class cabins—ninety in number—will be taken. This will greatly 
interfere with the interests of private shipowners, who make large pro- 
fits by the transport of passengers to Java. Many East Indiamen are 
consequently advertised for sale, and it is very rare for a new Indiaman 
to be launched. The other steamers of the Nederland Company are 
named the Prins van Oranje, Prins Hendrik, and Conrad. 

An advertisement has been published in our principal papers, urging 
the creditors of the ‘‘ Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten” to 
come to some arrangement in order to prevent a bankruptcy, which will 
accrue if the 9th of June next, when the surséance of payment will 
expire, is allowed to pass without an arrangement being effected. I

The holidays are causing a lull in politics, as well as in trade and 
finance. The very cold weather which has lately prevailed has had a 
very bad effect in the spread of small-pox, and the number of persons 
attacked has much increased. In the neighbourhood of Tongeren (Lim- 
burg) the rinderpest has again made its appearance, but at present it is 
limited to one farm. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

In the face of the Easter holidays the dulness lately reported in the 
market for Colonial and Foreign Produce has increased, and transactions 
have been limited. No change of note bas occurred in the market value 
of any of the leading articles, except Cotton and Tin, which have under- 
gone some decline. 

Corrgz.—Continues to exhibit but little activity, but prices keep 
steady, and many numbers of the late sale are sought after at the prices 
ruling thereat. The following transactions are reported: 1,091 bags 
Java, ex County of Berwick, and 204 bags ditto, ex Henrietta Adriana, 
at various prices. 

Sucar (Raw).—Since the public sale a firm tone continues to a 
vade the market, but there has been little on offer ; only a couple of 
small lots have found buyers at about the parity of the March sale. The 
demand for export exceeds considerably the stock on hand of suitable 
sorts to meet the same.

RUSSIA AND THE FAR EAST. 


We extract the following with reference to Russian commercial 
enterprise in the Far East from a Moscow correspondent's letter :—The 
restoration of Sebastopol to its natural position as the first of the 
Black Sea trading ports ; the substitution of a direct communication 
by sea, vid the Suez Canal, for the overland route to China; the 
connecting of the Black Sea ports with those of the Baltic, as well as 
with the great commercial centres of the interior, by a series of cross 
lines carried from one to the other of the great central railways ; the 
establishment of a closer mercantile connection with Turkey and the 


Levant. Such are the main features of the vast commercial enter- 

rise which has been inaugurated in Russia. Turkey is about to meet 
hee neighbour half way, by starting on the Black Sea a line of steamers 
jn direct correspondence with those of the Russian Navigation and 
Trading Company, as well as those of the Austrian Lloyd. Taken 
merely per se, this intelligence is highly gratifying. It shows that the 
spirit of Muscovite enterprise is fairly aroused at last. It clearly 
proves that Russia has sufficient courage and foresight to bear without 
desponding the progressive decay of her Asiatic commerce, and to 
look round, coolly and patiently, for some means of retrieving her 
losses. It portends the opening up of a hitherto neglected region, the 
tracing of a new line of Eastern traffic, the forming of a fresh link 
between Europe and Asia, the commencement of another chapter in 
the history of human enterprise and human perseverance. 


Nor is Russia’s scheme of establishing a great commercial ascendency 
in the Far East by any means so chimerical as many are at present 
disposed to consider it. In India, it is true, where British commerce 
and British enterprise are foremost in the field from Dhawala Giri to 
Cape Comorin, Ruesia has little chance, but China offers to the 
Muscovite trader a harvest of gain which Nature herself has qualified 
him to reap in unstinted measure. Few men are better fitted than 
the Russian to win favour with the Chinese. Both have the same 
love of sharp dealing, the same sluggish, unwarlike temperament, 
the same childish superstition, the same jealousy of innovation and of 
foreign influence, nay, even the same mere animal love of gross 
pleasures, of eating fat substances, and drinking vast quantities of 
tea. Between two such races the bond of brotherhood is already 
formed, more especially as there exists no clement of inbred pugnacity 
to mar it, The Chinese havo a proverb, ‘‘ How ti pu tso ting—How 
jin pu tso ping” (Of good iron one does not make a nail—Of a good 
‘man one does not make a ¢oldier); and they are more inclined, 
both by nature and by traditional policy, to traffic with the “ children 
of the Grecian Czar than to meet them in battie. 








THE TIENTSIN “ BLOOD-MONEY.” 
: (PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 


With a flourish of trumpets which has found an echo in a portion 
of the English presa, the China newspapers have announced with ap- 
plauding comments that the Bishop of Peking, acting as “a brave 
Christian gentleman” should, has refused to accept the “« blood- 
money ” offered by the Chinese Government for the murder of the 
missionaries at Tientsin. A translation of the bishop’s letter to the 
French Minister, in which is contained this refusal, has been published 
in the Hong Kong papers. After having carefully perused it we are 
bound to remark that either his commentatora have entirely mistaken 
the drift of the communication, or that the bishop has purchased 
character for magnanimity ata very cheaprate. He begins by assert- 
ing his right ‘‘ to demand that a determined line of action should be 
adopted, so that a solemn and durable guarantee may assure for 
the future jthe tranquillity of our establishments ;” and to ac- 
complish this end he proposes that a marble monument, with 
tiles of Imperial yellow, should be erected on the site of the 
massacre, bearing an inscription ‘‘ reproaching and atigmatising 
the acts of the perpetrators and instigators of the massacre of 
Jone, and energetically denying the calumnies which are still 
allowed to fall on our mission and our Siaters of Charity.” This being 
done, he will be willing to enter upon the indemnity question. The 
money offered by the Chinese Government ia divided into two sums, 
one of 90,000 taels (about £30,000), as indemnity for the real loss 
gixtained by the mission, and the other of 130,000 taela (about 
£44,000), as compensation for the murder of the victims. This first 
gum, the bishop says, ‘‘ is believed by the public” to exceed the value 
of the loss sustained; and with candour he adds that “one of our own 

-migsionaries”” has said that 50,000 or 60,000 taels would have been 
sufficient compensation. It was perhaps unnecessary to have mentioned 
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these various estimates, but having done so we should have expected 
that the bishop would have brought forward some well-considered 
grounds for the contrary opinion which he holds. This he does not 
do, but appears to think that the minister should be satisfied with the 
following slightly illogical reasons :—“ 1st. This missionary was con- 
tradicted by all the rest.” So far the weight of evidence is decidedly 
against the missionary ; but, unfortunately for the bishop, he destroys 
the advantage thus gained in the very next sentence. “2nd. Can 
they estimate the valueof thingsstolen?” he asked. If by this he implies 
that they cannot, then the ‘‘one” missionary is as likely to have been 
right as the reat of his brethren; and by the terms of his third reason 
the bishop unwittingly but fully confirms the views of the solitary. 
“Lastly,” he says, ‘when we possessed influence and commanded 
respect we were then in a position to replace our loss with say Tis. 
50,000 or Ts. 60,000 ; but now, resting as we do under the ban of the 
people (whe are almost debarred from selling anything to as), it is 
impossible to replace our material losses except at double or triple the 
ordinary cost.” But the bishop must either have forgotten that he 
had declared he would have nothing to say to money until the Im- 
perial monument had been erected which was to restore his influence, 
or he implies that he has been in the habit of using his inflaence to ob- 
tain goods ander their market value. The long and short of this part 
of the business is, however, that the bishop will be very glad to get 
the Tis. 90,000 as soon as the monument (which itis said has been 
promized) is erected. 

In discussing the question of the second sum of Tis. 180,000 the 
bishop gives way to his indignation, and says that the mere idea of 
receiving this ‘price of blood” makes him shudder. ‘We will not 
acc>pt this,” he says, because ‘‘ when missionaries or Sisters of Charity 
devote themselves to missions it is to give their labour, their service, 
their life—to give, not to sell.” “Secondly. For our part, we will 
never authorise any dictum that threatens to become an axiom, even 
@ political axiom, in China, to the effect that all European affairs 
can be arranged or settled financially.” These reasons embody 
two admirable principles; and when we had reached this point 
in the bishop's letter we began to think how much nobler was 
the ground he had taken up than that occupied by the French 
and English Ministers, who had already accepted the money from 
the Chinese Government. But our admiration of the bishop's 
magnanimity was considerably reduced on finding that his third and 
last reason for not accepting the money was, that it had never been 
offered to him. “Thirdly,” he says, ‘‘according to the terms of 
Prince Kung’a despatch the sums allowed for the victims are to be 
divided among the families, &c. Concerning this price of blood, it 
does not concern me; it regards the families and the society of the 
victims, who have not charged me to represent them under such cir. 
cumstances.” Diveated, then, of all unnecessary verbiage, the bishop's 


letter is to the effect that he is anxious to get the Tis. 90,000, notwith- 
standing that the public and one of his 
disproportionate to the loss sustained; and that since it was never 
contemplated to offer him the further sum, he will do without it.

THE TIENTSIN DEBATE. 
(GUARDIAN.) 

Nine months ago a tragedy was enacted at Tientsin, on the Peiho 
river, leading up to the Imperial city of Peking, which would have 
filled all Europe with horror if Europe had not been already pre- 
engrossed at the moment when the information arrived with the fresh 
outbreak of the great Franco-German war. As it was, a sharp shock was 
felt-and then forgotten. The startling incidents of the Kuropean con- 
flict developed themselves so rapidly, and were evidently fraught with 
guch tremendous and immediate consequences, that a few murders on 
the other side of the globe, the particulars of which only reached us by 
detachments and at distant intervals, failed to secure the attention which 
they deserved. Yet the incidents themselves were as atrocious as 
any in the Indian Mutiny. The scenes of Delhi and Cawnpore were 
acted over again at Tientein. Men and women were murdered in the 
atreets by a furious mob; the French Consul was cut to pieces in 
front of the residence of a high Chinese official, and almost under 
his very eyes; the Sisters of Mercy of a large Roman Catholic estab- 
lishment were seized, stripped, mutilated, horribly murdered, and 
finally burnt to s heap of ashes in the flames of their own buildings, 
in which not a few Chinese victims aleo, orphans and converts, 
perished miserably. And all this was done in such a way 
as to produce an almost universal impression among the fo- 
reign residents that the mob was excited, directed, and con- 
trolled, by the gentry, mandarins, and high local authorities. 
Our Minister, Mr. Wade, acting under Lord Granville’s expreas in- 
struction, has loyally seconded M. de Rochechouart’s representations 
to the Chinese Government, but that is all that we can do. We can- 
not act till France acts. But the conversation enabled Lord Car- 
narvon to raise the question of our general Chinese policy, and offered 
a welcome opportunity to the Duke of Somerset for a shot at the 
missionaries. Our Chinese policy consists in holding the central 
Government alone responsible for the misdeeds of its officers, and 
seeking reparation only at Peking, and not on the spot where the in- 


jury has been committed. This is, of course, the only proper way of 


dealing with a regularly constituted nation ; but the Peking Govern- 
ment is unfortunately very far from answering to that description, 
and, as Lord Salisbury observed, there is imminent danger lest, 
“ while the ideal policy was being carried out, horrible catastrophes 
might recur again and again.” The Duke of Somerset had care- 
fully extracted from the Blue-book the two or three all 
taken from the letters of a single Consul, which alone throw 
some blame on missionary action, and found in these a complete 
vindication of the atrocities of Tientsin. ‘‘ Was it surprising,” he 
usked, ‘‘ that the people should be easily excited, when they saw their 
ancient customs and religion attacked by the missionaries?” The 
answer to this is that it was not by apy attack upon their customs and 
religion that they were excited, but by falee reports, probably mana- 
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factured for the purpose, of kidnapping children. The universal 
testimony of travellers in China proves that the common people have 
not the smallest objection to missionary instruction. They are intelli- 
gent and inquisitive, and much interested in any new teaching. But 
the upper classes detest it. They see that it brings danger to their 
own authority by the introduction of new ideas, and they carefully 
foster the delusions which enable them now and then to turn the 
popular fary against it. That is the true explanation of the Tientsian 
massacre. It is an not an isolated act, but an indication of a state of 
feeling which, if it cannot be repressed, will probably yet lead to 
farther troubles. 


MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 
. (TO THE EDITOR OF THE STANDARD.) 

S1n,—I venture to hope that during the recess, your columns being 
somewhat less crowded than usual, you will allow me space for a few 
words on the subject of Protestant missions to China, a subject which 

- has been presented to the public hitherto almost exclusively from a view 
hostile to those missions. They have been attacked relentlessly in the 
leading articles of a certain Liberal newspaper, and by numerous anony- 
mous letters in the columns of the same journal, but no answer to these 
attacks has been allowed to see the light. 

The truest words on this subject were uttered by Lords Salisbury and 
Carnarvon in the China debate three weeks ago, when they suggested 
that Protestant missionaries, from the supposition that they are weak 
in numbers and devoid of influential support at home and abroad, are 
made merely a convenient object for accusations which would light 
better on the heads of others. 

Allow me in very brief recapitulation to notice these charges. I 
mention the more trifling accusations first. 

Missionaries in China are gravely condemned by anonymous writers 
signing themselves “8.” and ‘‘ F.” and so forth, with being °‘ not gentle- 
men born.”” Then, if it be so, let the Christian gentlemen of England 
blush, and not the Christian men and women (for I must not call them 
ladies) who are gone to the front. 

But these missionaries, whether gentlemen born or not, do not, as 
some assert, set themselves to revile and ridicule the deareet beliefs of 
the Chinese. The truest sympathy with their prejudices, and the highest 
appreciation of their ancient superstitions, may be united, as in St. Paul’s 
case at Athens, and are I believe, united by most Protestant missiouaries 
with the clearest exposare of the folly and sin of idolatry. 

Young and opinionated missionaries are not, as is supposed, left to en- 
force their English ideas without control. They are met on their arrival 
and coun<elled and directed by older and more experienced men. 

Protestant missionaries do not withdraw their converts from allegiance 
to the laws of their country. They never teach their converts to pray 
(as has been asserted) for Western emperors, kings, and potentates, a8 
subjects for a sovereign. In the Church of England Mission, and I 
believe in all others, prayers for the Emperor of China and those in 
authority under him are offered as regularly as prayers for Her Ma- 
jesty the Queen at home. The missionaries claim no protectorate over 
their converts—the Protestant missionaries I mean, for this right is no- 
toriously exercised by the Jesuits. Chinese Christians are protected by 
treaty as distinctly as English merchants are allowed access to the treaty 
ports ; and all that a missionary ever attempts is, through his consul, to 
draw the attention of the Chinese magistratesto cases of persecution and 
oppression, and to claim the rights guaranteed to them by treaty. 

rotestant missionaries are charged with setting sister against bro- 
ther, son against father, friend against friend ; charged, too, by (I sappose) 
professing, though anonymous, Christians, who seem to be quite igno- 
rant of such words as those uttered by the great founder of Christian- 
ity :—“I am come to set a man at variance against his fat!er ”—ag 
though family disagreements were of more importance than a world in 
rebellion; or as long as there is friendliness and courtesy between man 
aod man, and obedience to the devil, it matters little how men hate and 
disobey God. 

Scarcely less wise and Christian is that entirely threadbare argument, 
that since a Buddhist or Mahometan preacher would not be tolerated in 
Cheapside, it is not fair to send Christian preachers to the bazaars of 
India and China, as if these three religions were of equal pretentions and 
authority. 

Once more, it is not true that missionary difficulties have been the 
only ones of late years to disturb the amicable feeling between Chinese 
and Eurupeans. 1¢ is perfectly well known to all who have cared to 
study the subject, that at the time of the disturbances at Yangchow 
and in Formosa mercantile difficulties and outrages offered to merchants 
called for the action of the consuls as much as the assaults on mission 
premises. And is not the coolie traffic a mercantile difficulty? And is 
not the opium trade a mercantile question? The trade is legalised, I 
know ; it increases daily I am aware ; itis worth eight millions annually 
to the Indian Government all England can understand; but this legal 
narcotic has not, I fear, soothed or obliterated the irritation caused 
by the opium wars. And the Tientsin massacre was, I believe, merely 
a sudden outburst uf a long-cherished hatred against all foreigners, 
merchants, and missionaries alike. 

It is,no doubt, a matter for grave doubt whether Christianity gains 
by rights extorted through war. But ns cautious policy is the order of 
tho day in dealing with China, I would merely suggest that it is ex- 
tremely hazardous and impolitic to attempt to invalidate, either by 
newspapers, by anonymous letters, or in high debate, the rights gua- 
ranteed to missionaries by the treaty of Tientsin. These rights rest on 
exactly the same foundation as the rights of merchants; and Lord 
Granville must have spoken with less than his usual distinctness or with 
leas than his usual caution, when he stated (if we may believe the re- 
porters) that Protestant missionaries are less dangerous than Roman 
Catholics because ‘‘ they have no treaty rights on which they rely.” No 
special rights, he implied, no doubt, but the words were loose, and in 
another month’s time they will be thus loosely rendered into Chinese, 
for the benefit of Chinese readers, and for the encouragement of Chinese

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THE CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES. 

The Civil Service Estimates for the present financial year, 
which terminates on the 3lst March, 1872, have been issued 
somewhat in advance of the customary period of publication. 
A glance at the total of the figures detailed shows that the 
aggregate of the estimates exhibits an increase of something 
over half a million sterling, the figures being £17,369,799 for the 
present year, against £16,851,644. The increased charges are, 
however, chiefly in connection with the Post Office Telegraphs 
and other Home departments, as with regard to the estimates in 
which our readers are chiefly interested, namely, those for the 
Consular and Diplomatic Services, the economical policy intro- 
duced last year, and carried out in almost every official depart- 
ment, is still pursued, and they show a decrease, which may be 
summed up in round numbers at £48,000 ; the actual reduction 
on the Consular Service being £42,454, and on the Diplomatic 
Service, £5,043. This decrease is considerable when we call to 
mind that last year’s estimates showed a reduction upon those 
for 1869-70 of £72,655. 


Turning to those figures which refer specially to China and the 
Far East, and commencing with the Diplomatic Service, we find a 
vote of £6,000 for the Minister Plenipotentiary in Chiua, and one 
of £1,200 for the Secretary of Legation. As regards Japan, the 
figures present totals of £4,000 for the Minister, £800 for the 
Secretary of Legation, and £700 for the Japanese Secretary. In 
the case of these two establishments the estimates differ in no 
respect from those of last year. 


We come next to the Consular Services, which, as regards China 
exhibit the following figures :—Assistant Chinese Secretary, £600, 
assistant and accountant, £400, and surgeon, £600 ; these are the 
same as for last year. The Consuls’ salaries and allowances 
amount to £11,700, divided thus :—Amoy, £900 ; Canton, £1,600 ; 
Chefoo, £300 ; Foochow. £1,300; Hankow, £1,000; Newchwang, 
£900; Ningpo, £900; Shanghai, £1,500; Swatow, £800; Taiwan, 
£800 ; and Tientsin, £900, with an additional allowance of £200 ; the 
total is £11,700, showing a decrease of £1,20, which is obtained 
by a reduction at Hankow of £300, and the omission of Kiukiang, 
which figured last year for £900. This is, however, partly coun- 
terbalanced by an increased charge of £700 for Vice Consuls, 
which posts are established at Canton and Kiukiang, and abolished 
at Tamsui (Formosa). The total under this head is £4,050, the 
details being Shanghai, Kiukiang and Whampoa each £7650, 
Canton £700, Pagoda Island, Foochow, £600, and Taku £500 ; 
last year's estimate was £3,350. The remaining charges may be 
briefly summed up. Interpreters figure for £5,500, against 
£6,200—a decrease of £700; assistants for £6,900—the sawe as 
last year ; writers or linguists for £2,506, against £2,812—a de- 
crease of £306; teachers for student interpreters for £459 ; 
shipping clerk at Shanghai for £400, and student interpreters for 
£3,300, the three last named sums standing as in last year’s Ks- 
timates. Passing on we find a small increase in the vote for the 
Supreme Court (for China and Japan), amounting to £25, the re- 
lative figures being £7,957 for this year and £7,932 for 1870-71, 
and a decreabs of £239 in that for wages and allowances to 
gaolers, constables, coolies and others employed in the public 
service, which stands at £4,589, against £4,828 last year. 


The estimated cost of the Consular Establishment in Japan is 
shown in the following figures :—First there is a sum of £500 
for a Japanese interpreter and translator, and the same amount 
for the medical officer. The Consuls’ salaries are Hiogo £1,000, 
Ni i £900, Neegata £800, Hakodadi £800, and Kanagawa 
£700. The last-named port is restored to the estimates after 
having been absent last year. The total charge for Consuls ig 
£4,200, against £3,500. ‘This is in fact an increase of £700, but 
it is exactly counterbalanced by a reduction to the same amount 
under the head of Vice-Consuls by the omission of Kanagawa, 
and a decrease at Yedo from £600 to £50), which together bring 
the total, including Osaka £600, to £1,100, against £1.800. There 
are some further small reductions :—Assistants and student inter- 

reters figure for £4,000, against £4,500—decrease £500 ; writers 
‘or £484, against £647—decrease £163 ; and gaolers, constabl 
&c., for £2,072, against £2,274—decrease £202, while inciden 
expenses correspond with last year’s estimate, and stand at £1,785, 


The total reduction to be effected in the expenditure upon the 
Consular Service in China, Japan, and Siam can be readil 
appreciated from the following recapitulation of the figures as 
thoy appear in this and last year’s estimates :—Salaries, allows’ 
ances, and wages are charged £65,528, against £68,112—decrease 
£2,584 ; rent of Consular buildings, de., £8,413, against £9,413— 
decrease £1,000; chapels and lains, £600, against £1,200— 
decrease £600. The following estimates are the same as those 
for last year :—Legation guards, £4,500; outfits and travelling 
ex , £5,000 ; printing and stationery, £500 ; Postage, £600; 

risons, £1,500 ; medical attendance, £1,100; relief of distressed 
British subjects, £250; and incidental expenses, £7,275. The 


total estimate this year for the Consular Service in the Far East is 
£05,266. The figures for 1870-71 were £99,450, consequently a 
reduction has been effected of £4,184.

THE POSITION IN CHINA. 

Tr is satisfactory to be able to note the widely-extended 
interest in our relations with China which is daily evidenced 
by the number of articles on this hitherto unpopular subject 
which are now continually appearing in the leading reviews 
and magazines. In our present issue we give summaries of 
the last articles published in the Westminster Review and 
Fraser's Magazine, both of which will amply repay our 
readers’ attention. In a subject so little understood it is 
but natural that some misapprehension should exist; but so 
long as their misapprehension is free from prejudice, it is de- 
sirable to encourage, rather than to repress, the inquiries of 
writers who appear to be open to conviction and fully con- 
vinced of the importance of the interests at stake. Our own 
opinions on the proper policy to be pursued in China have 
been so often enunciated, and are, moreover, so thoroughly 
in accordance with the views of the great bulk of our readers, 
that it would be superfluous to repeat them here.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

WE understand ¢hat Sir Wittiam Haokert, who has 
been appointed temporarily to fill the post of Chief Justice 
at Singapore, vacated by Sir Benson Maxwett, will, for 
the present, discharge the duties of the Court at both Pe- 
nang and Singapore. The Straits Association, who recom- 
mended at their last meeting an increase in the salary of the 
Judge—whoever may be appointed—has, we believe, been 
informed by Earl KimBERLEY that such a course is calculated 
to rouse hopes of an increase in other departments, and to 
interfere with the exercise of that economy which the Colo- 
nial-office has endeavoured to carry out in the Straits Go- 
vernment, but that the recommendation should have his most 
careful consideration. In connection with the Singapore 
railway we may state that, owing to the delay of Sir Harry 
Orp on the Continent, nothing further has been done, but it 
is now rumoured that the local Government are disposed to 
undertake the work in a similar way to the Ceylon railwaya. 
Mr. R. W. Huuuerr proceeds by next mail to Singapore as 
head of the Raffles Institution. Mr. Hunzerr has taken 
high University honours, and his appointment augurs well 
for the future of education in the Straits. The silence of 
late telegrams from Singapore on the subject of Chinese 
riots which had broken out when the last mail left Jeads us 
to hope that they have been quelled without any serious 
difficulty. The Right Rev. Bishop MacpovaaLu, whose 
illness some months since rendered necessary a stay of some 
length, has, we are glad to say, returned in greatly improved 
health. His Lordship has: been recently on a confirmation 
tour for the Bishop of Exy, 


THE JAVA BODE AND OURSELVES. 

Persons who adopt the tu quoque argument: are always 
liable to the suspicion of not having a very strong case of 
their own. The editor of the Java Bode is not an exception 
to this rule. ‘But while we acknowledge the courtesy with 
which he describes our paper as generally deserving the 
position it enjoys in Java, we think that our contemporary 
must admit, in his turn, that we should do very little to 
maintain that position if wo ‘were ‘to follow bis exainple, and 
ignore the political advancement of our friends in the Nether- 
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land Indies. The Java Bode objects to an English news- 
paper speculating on Javanese politics, and triumphautly 
makes the allegation (in Dutch) that British India is the 
scene of greater abuses than Dutch Java, and that until 
these are remedied we had better keep our criticism of our 
neighbours to ourselves. We demar to both the positions 
which our contemporary takes up. We do not think that 
British India is worse governed than Java, and we believe 





that there isin its Government a far greater desire to inquire 


candidly into abuses, and rectify them, without consideration 
to persons, than has distinguished the recent administration 
of the Dutch colony. But, what is far more to the purpose, 
is, that, be the administration of British India ever so bad, 
it does not make the Government of Java any better. Two 
wrongs do not make a right, and, therefore, until the Java 
Bode attempts to show by fair argument that the state of 
things, which he is so resolutely bent on maintaining, should 
not be superseded by the reforms we have advocated, we 
shall continue to believe that the present condition of Java 
is not the acmé of perfection, which he would make it ap- 
pear, and that the superior influence in the island, with 
whioh our contemporary credits us, is simply the result of 
the outspoken policy which it encourages us to persevere in, 
and which he may some day find it judicious to imitate. 


Tuer German steamer Sedan, noticed in our last issue, is 
intended to run on the coast of China, and not on the direct 
route from Hamburg to China. The Sedan, like the China 
and Chukiang, which have been running for some time in 
China waters, will be under the management of Messrs, 
SiemssEn and Co., of Hong Kong and Shanghai, and it is 
expected she will leave Hamburg, with a general cargo, about 
the 15th May, wa Suez Canal. The Canton, which left 
London on the 6th inst., with a general cargo of about 
2,000 tons, and the Hong Kong, to leave in May, will be 
consigned to Messrs. Sremssen and Co., and are intended to 
run on the direct line between Europe and China. 


Sm Harry and Lady Parxes have arrived in London from 
Japan. Sir Harry and Lady Orp have also arrived in Lon- 
don from Singapore, via Brindisi. Sir Harry has, we under- 
stand, been delayed in his transit through the Continent in 
searching for his son, Lieut. OrD, of the 93rd Regiment, who 
left London some months since, and has not been heard of ; 
he has been struck off the Army List. Mr. Henry Ernesr 
Butwer, C.M.G., letely Receiver-General of Trinidad and 
Administrator of the Government of Dominica, will succeed 
Mr. Pops-Hennessy as Governor of Labuan. 


WE understand that Cauxe How and suite remain inac- 
tive at Versailles, and that it is impossible, in the present 
distracted state of affairs, to get any appointment from 
M. Tuisrs for an investigation into the Tientsin affair. 


ARRANGEMENTS have been made by Messrs. Cotuins, Surrs, 
and Son, of London, to despatch a vessel to Bangkok regu- . 
larly every three months. The next will sail from London 
on the 30th inst.

The Antipodes and Rownd the World. By Alice M. Frere (Mrs. 
Godfrey Clerk). London : Hatchards.—Our beau deal of a-travel- 
ling party who should produce a valuable and pleasant work, and 
a useful guide-book at the same time, would consist of a citizen 
of the world, who had read men as well as books, and an amia- 
ble well-informed woman of decidedly literary taste—though not 
quite so fastidious as the late Mrs. Trollope, nor so exalted and 
strong-minded as the present Miss Cobbe. Our travellers should. 
have introductions to merchants, shopkeepers, and mechanics—or, 
at least, they should have the means of introducing themselves to. 
those classes—as well as to consuls, artists,and men of science. 
Before setting out they should know something of the history 
and present condition of the various States through which they: 
were to pass, and have made themselves acquainted with the ex- 
periences and impressions of their predecessors. They should! 
journey leisurely, remaining for weeks at one station, and veid- 
ing the “ travelling English » as much as possible ; mingle freely 
in the domestic circles and amusements of all ranks; and hear 
the preachers, viait the schools; and read the journals, and visit 
the amusements, addressed to the multitude. e travellers be- 
fore ue—for we cannot shut out from a large and valuable, share 
in the present volume the accomplished father to whom the 
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authoress has dedicated it, and in whose company the travels it 
describes were performed—have fulfilled all these conditions— 
except, perhaps, that they had not quite time enough at their 
disposal, or were not disposed to expend so much time 
as their readers could have wished, in the tour which was 
to conduct Sir Bartle Frere back to his native land after 
lengthened and distinguished public service in India, the 
last term of which was need as Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bombay. It fell to the lot of Sir Bartle Frere to attain, 
comparatively early in life, to.a high place in the regard of 
the public of India—Europeans and natives alike—not more 
by reason of great administrative abilities than from the candour 
and high-mindedness which marked his public career, and the 
amiability, liberality, and sympathy with progress apparent in 
his intercourse with general society. The appearance of the pre- 
sent charming volume, the work of his daughter and companion, 
and a young lady évidently imbued with many of her father’s 
highest characteristics, affords one more illustration of the benefits 
that result from the observation which the refined and accom- 
plished female mind brings to bear upon phases of life entirely 
new, yet always certain of exciting its sympathy. Mrs. Clerk’s 
‘earola include Australia, New Zealand, Ceylon, China, Japan, 
and California. Her accounts of all these countries are clear, de- 
finite, vivid, and kindly. Her style is never either affected or 
languid, and the scenes and incidents she describes are often in- 
terspersed with quiet, spontaneous, and perfectly unlaboured re- 
flections. Witness this contrast :— 

“The Chinese seem an essentially unprogressive, and hence, neces- 
sarily, a retrogreasive, race ; they have no ambition, no originality, but 
are perfeetly content to live on upon the traditions of thelr forefathers, 
and think them perfection. The Japanese are exactly the reverse; there 
is nothing they see of good or expedient belonging to those nations who 
hate effected a footing in the country that they do not adopt.” 

We know how true this is, but it is truth which is not only well 
expressed, but evidently keenly felt ; and when we read it we are 
forcibly reminded of the humane and enlightened endeavours 
initiated by Sir Bartle and Lady Frere, some seven or eight years 

» to ameliorate the condition of the women of India by in- 
viting their native visitors to bring their wives with them to 
Government-house on certain stated occasions, when great pains 
were taken to gratify those who accepted the invitation. Still in 
the prime of life and the full vigour of intellect, it requires only 
the appointment of Sir Bartle Frere to the Viceroyalty to make 
him the most popular Governor-General since Lord Dalhousie. 
The elevation of Lord Lawrence, who was formerly Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Punjab, to the Governor-Generalship of India is 
8 precedent which it only requires ambition on the part of Sir 
Bartle Frere to repeat and rival. But this is digressing. We 
must not forget that we are, for the moment at least, critics, and 
not political or social reformers ; and therefore, having ourselves, 
with much interest and delight, accompanied (by the fireside) 
Mrs. Clerk in her various excursions among the lonely uplands, 
the pastoral valleys, the busy towns, and the magnificent scenery 
that she so well describes, we sit down to recommend the same 
refreshing and invigorating ramble to other fireside travellers, as 
one of the most novel and inviting that has lately been laid open. 
The only uncharitable sentiment with which readers can rise 
from the perusal of this delightful volume may be a small tinge 
of envy that they have not been the writer's real companions 
amid the wild and picturesque regions which she has explored ; 
but even this will accompanied, in the minds of very many 
fireside travellers, by genuine admiration of the courage 
and perseverance of a young lady who could travel so 
long and so far, among such strange and: trying scenes, 

ithout allowing her pen to betray in any of the accounts of 
her adventures the least sign of weariness or discontent. The 
small annoyances inseparable from travelling in strange lands 
seem to have been as little regarded by the fair author aa the 
more serious risks to which she was sometimes exposed. Her 
father’s valet did not take these adventures so hilosophically.. 
Mrs. Clerk says, “It was most amusing to see Lucien’s face as 
we arrived at the various degrees of rough, rougher, and roughest, 
inns on our road.” This reminds us of Heron's servant, Fletcher, 
who could not live without his tea, and whom his master found it 
a much harder matter to accommodate than to provide for his 
own simple wants. We should not omit to mention that the vo- 
lume is gracefully illustrated, not only by some excellent engrav- 
ings, but by numberless graphic little sketches, which argue an 
equal readiness with pencil as with pen. 

In a volume written so rapidly, and not originally intended for 
publication, it would indeed be surprising if there were not occa- 
sional oversights. We are only astonished that there should be 
80 few ; and we notice one or two, not in any captious spirit, but 
only to give the author the o poreuny of correcting them, if she 
sees fit, in a future edition—for we fully expect the book will be- 
come a standard work. Thus, in speaking of Shanghai, Mrs. 
Clerk says, “ Of all the places I know, where scandal and gossip 
are rife, this seems the very worst.” The young author’s expe- 
rience of “ places where scandal and gossip are rife” is probably 
not very extensive ; but her Indian recollections may perhaps re- 
mind her. that every station in that favoured land enjoys this spe- 
cial distinction in the minds of those who live in it. Again, with 
such. long ex ce of India, we are rather surprised to seo Mra, 
Clerk describing the persons whom she visited by their initials only 
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—as Mr. R., Mr. and Mrs. K.,and Mons. G. This thin veil of mys- 
tery is by no means complimentary, and, indeed, has the appear- 
ance of being in bad taste ; while it is perfectly useless, since, as 
the author must be aware, every person of the least importance is 
very well known, and therefore easily recognisable, in every tro- 

ical station. These are trifling matters. There is one remark of 

rs. Clerk’s, however, which seems to have been made under some 
misapprehension. She says :— 

“Hong Kong itself would probably be without a resident chaplain, 
did it depend upon Government, or the inhabitants of the place to pro- 
vide for his support. While we were at Hong Kong, the Bishop (who 
is paid by a benevolent lady in England) was away. Tbe community 
was therefore entirely dependent for church serviees upon a chance 
chaplain belunging to some man-of-war, or a stray missionary passing 
through.” 

Now the facts are these, both Bishop Smith and Dr. Irwin had 
either resigned or were on the eve of resigning office in 1865-6, and, 
that being so, the responsibility of appointing another bishop and 
chaplain rested entirely with the Colonial-office ; and it is a fact that 
more than a year was allowed to elapse after they had actually re- 
signed before either office was filled up. The community cannot, 
however, in any case be made to bear the blame of this neglect, for 
it has no voice in the matter; and the naval and military chap- 
Jains cannot fairly be denominated “chance” persons in any sense, 
because for many years it has been the custom, both in the War- 
office und the Admiralty, to send a chaplain to take antes of 
their respective departments in Hong Kong. We have no doubt 
that Mr. Wilson mindy performed the duties of colonial chaplain 
during the two years that he held the acting appointment. 


THE WESTMINSTER REVIEW ON CHINA. 

In an article entitled “France, the Jesuits, and the Tientsin 
Massacre,” a writer in the Westminster Review (evidently a resi- 
dent in China) says that the pretensions of France in China are 
so baseless that nothing but its unscrupulous intermeddling 
gives it an excuse for the position it arrogates to itself. The 
Continent of Kurope is set down in the returns of foreign trade 
for little more than three per cent. of the exports and imports of 
China, while Great Britain and its dependencies monopolise no 
less than eighty-six per cent. of the trade :— 

“Yet, sharing with Hamburg about three per cent. of the foreign 
trade, and without merchants, France maintains an external show that 
cannot fail to impress the beholder. At Shanghai it has a settlement of 
its own, while all the other Treaty Powers are content to co-operate in 
maintaining a single self-governing Municipality. And for what pur- 
pose has this settlement been maintained? For nothing that we can 
divine but to minister to the prestige of Imperial France. 

“The protection of Roman Catholic missions is the central and 
almost the sole object of French policy in China. Conscious of the 
absence of commercial interosts, which the Chinese acknowledge as a 
legitimate source of influence, they are compelled to find in their pro- 
tectorate of missions the lever of the political power which they desire 
to exercise. 

‘To the materialistic mind of the Chinese the presence of the French 
in China is almost incomprehensible. They perfectly comprehend the 
commercial motives that induce men to go abroad, and therefore the 
raison d'étre of the presence of Englishmen, Americans, and Germans 
is self-evident to them. But they naturally ask why the French, who 
have little or no commerce, should come amongst them unbidden, to 
domineer over them, to stir up strife, and to briug trouble and danger 
on the Einpire. Religion does not appeal to either their senses or their 
faculties, and totally indifferent to it, or not dreaming of the existence 
of, or need for, the highest truths embodied therein, the Chinese people 
do not regard the Roman Catholic missions with a very friendly eye. 

‘The truth is, the genuine inspiration of the founders of the Society 
of Jesus has long since become extinct, although the wheels of the 
ponderous organisation still rollon. Nowhere is the decadence of their 
external power and their mental activity 80 conspicuous as in China. 
But while the Romish missionaries exhibit a barren record so far as 
literary achievements are concerned, and are probably more powerfully 
influenced by the intense persistency of the Chinese system than the 
Chinese are by a routine adherence to religious forms that are wanting . 
in vitality, the Protestant missionaries of Great Britain and the United 
States have, for the last thirty years, stood out in brilliant contrast by 
their achievements in Chinese literature and their contributions to a 
knowledge of the Empire and its people. Of the results of missionary 
labour, so far as the dissemination of religious views is concerned, we 
forbear to speak in this place ; but of the literary and linguistic labours 
of such men as Marshman, Morrison, Medhurst, Bridgman, Williams, . 
Wylie, Legge, and Edkins we cannot speak too highly. While the Ro- 
man Catholics seem to be exhausted, and to have passed into the ste- 
tionary stage, like the Chinese themselves, the enterprising spirit of 
Protestant missionaries continues in undiminished activity. Dr. Wil- 
liams has almost completed the manuscript of an extensive dictionary ; 
Mr. Wylie is again on bis way to China, after a visit to Europe, with a 
view of making translations into Chinese; Dr. Legge has just returned 
to Hong Kong to complete his valuable edition in Chinese and English 
of the Chinese classics; and Mr. Edkins {s engaged on a work on the 
early literature of China and the languages of the surrounding tribes. 
The spirit of travel in pursuit of their missionary labours is also one 
of their characteristics,and Mr. Williamson, who haa travelled more 
extensively than perhaps any other foreigner, has just given the world 
the benefit of his observation. 

“We have thus endeavoured to show that French commercial inte- 
rests in China are quite insignificant, and that the Government of Im- 
perial France, thirsting after political prestige in the East, in order that 
it might the better impose itself on the Franch nation, undertook the 

torate of Roman Catholic missions and their Chinese: converts. 
unwarrantable interference with the internal polity of China it 
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sustained by what, for want of a softer or more ambiguous word, we 
may term violence ; and the spectacle exhibited has been that of a 
Church breathing the spirit of the Middle Ages, with little more capa- 
city for initiating progress than the Chinese system itself, fomenting in- 
ternal discord and sowing the seeds of disaffection, grasping at every 
shred of power with an ambition which has none of the ability of its 
originators, but all the insatiable greed of a degenerate priesthood.” 


We need not repeat the particulars of the massacre of the 21st 
June, but it is important to quote the Reviewer's conviction with 
regard to Chung How and his part in the outrage :— 


‘Tt must be understood that Chung How was not a territorial] manda- 
rin at all, but resided ut Tientsin solely in virtue of his being superin- 
tendent of fureign trade at the three northern ports. He has been called 
Governor of Tientsin ; on an important occasion he was described as 
Governor of Chihli (the metropolitan province in which Tientsin is 
situated), and therefore as being responsible for the events of the 21st 
June. But he was neither Governor of Tientsin (the post itself being a 
purely imaginary one) nor was he Governor of Chihli; but in conse- 
quence of his holding much higher official rank than any of the Tientsin 
officials, he was in a position to exercise considerable influence, and 
immediately after the massacre he assumed full control for the time 
being. Tseng-kwo-Fan, Governor-General of Chihli, residing at Pau- 
ting-foo, the provincial capital, about 120 miles from Tientsin, was the 
direct superior of the Tientsin officials, and undue interference on the 
part of Chung How would have been resented by him. If further evi- 
dence were needed of the position of Chung How relatively to the other 
officials, it would be found in the first Imperial edict issued at Peking 
after receipt of news of the massacre. It saya:—‘ Chung How, as Su- 
perintendent of Trade, having failed to maintain peace in his district, 
the Taoutai Chow-chia-hitin, as chief local official, not having adopted 
proper precautionary measures, the Chefoo, Chwang-kwang-tsan and 
the Chih-ksien, Liu-chie, through mismanagement having brought about 
so great acatastrophe,’ &c. From this it is evident that the Taoutai 
was the chief local official, while Chung How is blamed for failing to 
maintain peace in his district. In all the excitement it is strange that 
not one word has been said in the local press against the Taoutui, al- 
though he was the chief territorial official, We have thought it due to 
those Chinese officials who are known to be favourable to foreigners 
thus to vindicate Chung How from the fierce and unfounded clamour 
that has been demanding that he should be punished; and we cannot 
but express our profuund regret that the foreign communities, in oppo- 
sition to the Ministers who have investigated the matter and found the 
guilty officials in the Prefect and District Magistrate, should have per- 
sisted, in face of the facts and the probabilities, in denouncing Chung 
How, the mandarin who has come most into contact with foreigners, 
and who has rendered himself more unpopular amongst his own coun- 
trymen on account of his relations with foreigners than any other offi- 
cial. He might well have felt certain that foreigners, towards whom he 
had shown ten years of unintermitted friendship, would be very un- 
willing to harbour suspicions against him without the most convincing 
proof; and we cannot but think that the foreign communities fell short 
of their duty in the midst of this semi-civilised people, when, in the 
moment of Chung How's difficulty, they did not encourage him in his 
foreign proclivities by assuring him that they could not believe him to 
be implicated with the abettors of the massacre. But less fortunate has 
been Chung How’s lot. Denounced by his countrymen, and punish- 
ment of him loudly demanded by foreigners, his career is a warning to 
those mandarins who leave the traditionary path of hostility to foreigners 
and attempt the narrow and difficult way of friendship, which in this 
case has well nigh led to destruction.” 

Three days after the massacre the Foreign Ministers at Peking 
addressed a joint note to Prince Kung, the Chief of the Foreign 
Board, informing him of the abhorrence in which they held the 
outrage, and strenuously impressing on him that it was the duty 
of the Chinese Government to punish the guilty,and take the 
fullest precautions for the safety of foreigners :— 


‘The members of the Foreign Board were in a state of great alarm, 
and exhibited towards the legations a very submissive spirit until they 
learned that France had sustained a series of defeats in the war with 
Prussia. Then their fears seemed somewhat to subside, and they as- 
sumed a much less deferential attitude. On the other hand, Count 
Rochechouart acted in the most independent manner, so far as the 
other Ministers were concerned, until he became aware of the serious 
nature of the French reverses. Matters remained in an undecided state 
until the end of September or beginning of October, although a cou- 
siderable amount of verbal communication had taken place between the 
Ministers and the mandarins. At length, however, the Foreign Board 
decided on the terms they were prepared to offer; and it would appear 
that Count Rochechouart, on being informed of the proposed conditions 
of settlement, refused to accept them, but intimated that he intended 
consulting his colleagues, and that from them would come a reply con- 
taining the reasons for refusal. The fall of the French Emperor had 
placed the Count in suck a powerless position that there was no other 
course left to him than;to appeal to the other Ministers to support him. 
Dissatisfled with his previous erratic conduct, to which they attributed 
much of the delay that had occurred in bringing matters to a close, and 
displeased at his having compromised them with the Foreign Board, 
in promising that they would reply on matters that he had up till that 
time conducted entirely himself, the Ministers did, nevertheless, agree 
to address a joint note, protesting against the terms, although they were 
not all induced to do so withont difficulty. We should here state that 
the terms were explained verbally to the other Ministers by Count Ro- 
chechouart, and that they did not ask him to put them in writing, but 
reluctantly fulfilled his promise to the Foreign Board by protesting. 
The next intelligence that the Ministers received from Prince Kung was 
to the effect that the Count had accepted the terms, virtually the same 
terms against which they had protested. The effect of this on those 
who signed the joint note may be imagined, when it is stated that they 
were not consulted in the matter, and that without the slightest intima- 
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tion to his colleagues Count Rochechouart suddenly left Peking, and 
proceeded to Tientsin, without one single word of explanation of his ex- 
traordinary conduct.” ; 

The Reviewer reminds us that he had on a previous occarion 
criticised the China policy of the British Government in accepting, 
against all evidence, the assurances of Mr. Burlingame as to the 
friendliness of the Chinese, their poueeneons desire for progress, 
and the ability and willingness of the Peking Government to grant 
redress in the provinces :— : 

“ By the adoption of a lenient and deferential policy Lord Clarendon 
felt certain that at length he had made wars with China impossible, 
whereas we endeavoured to show that he had increased the danger of 
their occurrence. It is so universally admitted that his views were er- 
roneous that it is unnecessary to do more than refer to a few salient 
points. China, in his estimation, had entered the comity of nations, 
and it appeared as if semi-civilisation had run ‘ all its allotted length 
of days.’ Events have proved otherwise, and therefore our China 
policy must be framed so as to meet the exceptional conditions which 
beyond all doubt exist. Two views present themselves to our notice as 
marking the limits of possible action, and in one of these, or between 
them, must be found the course that the British Government ought to 
pursue. The one is, that the Treaty Powers should jointly interfere and 
impose upon China such a system of rule as may seem to them best 
suited for the requirements of its political institutions and for the wants 
of its people. The other is, that the Treaty Powers having come to 
China for commercial purposes, and having concluded certain treaties 
by force of arms which provide fur such an interchange of the products 
of the respective countries as is beneficial to both, and which guarantee 
the safety of the persons and property of foreigners, it is the duty of 
the foreign Governments actively to exert such an amount of interven- 
tion as will secure the observance of the treaties. As it is impossible 
for us to abandon China, and as our exceptional position demands ex- 
ceptional action, absolute non-intervention lies altogether out of the 
field of discussion. On the other hand, any attempt at conquest or par- 
tition, so long as the Empire holds so well together as it does, is out of 
the question; and as each Treaty Power possesses rights extending 
nominally to every part of China, which would be infringed if any of the 
Powers took forcible possession of any section of it, these treaties are in 
reality the best guarantee for the maintenance of the integrity of China, 
so far as foreigners are concerned. There is much debatable ground 
lying between the two canona of policy that we have stated above, but 
we cannot find space to dwell upon the discussion. Deeply convinced, 
however, of the importance of non-intervention when the cireum- 
stances clearly admit of such a course, we are of opinion that the true 
policy of Great Britain lies in the minimum of intervention consistent 
with the faithful observance of treaty provisions. 

“ What, then, is this minimum of intervention which will enable us to 
avoid political combinations which would be prejudicial to foreign inte- 
rests and disastrous to the Chinese? The experience of the last tea 
years demonstrates that no elaborate scheme is necessary to meet the . 
exigencies of the situation, and the comparative success which was wit- 
nessed up till the last two years is the best proof that no fundamental 
change of policy is necessary. We must treat the Chinese as a semi- 
civilised people, totally wanting in the capacity to comprehend the ex- 
actness and strictness of the fiscal systems of the West, corrupt and ra- 
pacious in their administration, and unable to rise to a proper conception 
of their Treaty obligations. It is unfortunate thet there should be 
nations of such low organisation on the earth, but when we are dealing - 
with such we are bound to proceed upon the basis of their mental, moral, 
and political inferiority. Experience teaches us to expect that the 
Chinese will evade to a greater or less extent the fulfilment of Treaty 
stipulations, and impose unauthorised fiscal exactions on our trade,” 


The Reviewer sums up his convictions in a masterly style, and 
we have pleasure in noticing a difference in the opinions of the 
writer as compared with last year :— 


“The Chinese must be made to feel that they can only purchase im- 
munity from exceptional interference by the most scrupulous fulfil- 
ment of the Treaty. Hitherto frequent immunity has given encourage- 
ment to evasion, and led to laxity of conduct on the part of the provin- 
cial officials. But if we insist on the faithful observance of Treaty 
provisions it will have an important political effect on the Chinese. It 
is perfectly well known that the great body of the Peking officials are 
hostile to foreigners, and that Prince Kung and Wen-hsiang contend 
with difficulty against the unfriendly clamours of their ignorant and 
prejudiced fellow-mandarins. Now, the British Government, pursuing’ 
@ policy based on a theory and not on the facts, generously concluded 
that the greatest forbearance ought to be shown to the Chinese ; and the 
natural result of this course has been to weaken the hands of those 
high officials favourable to foreigners, and to strengthen those of our 
enemies, And the reason of this is obvious. The officials who oppose 
us belong to the old Tory type, and can only comprehend their own | 
immense superiority and that of their country ; so that for the foreign 
Powers to be lenient and submissive to them is to confirm their idea 
of our insignificance and their importance, of our weakness and their ' 
strength. So long as our Minister assumes the attitude of being pre- 
pared to enforce his Treaty rights Prince Kung and Wen-bsiang are 
able to point their hostile colleagues to the fact that the Minister refuses 
to be ‘soothed,’ and thus they are able to maintain their friondly . 
position by showing the danger of refusing reasonable redress. On, 
the other hand, if our Minister is careless of his office, and not ex- 
acting in the matter of Treaty rights, the hostile officials naturally de- 
mand of Prince Kung why they should exhibit towards the foreign Mi- , 
nisters deference and submission which are unnecessary because the latter _ 
are not prepared to proceed to extremities. If, therefore, we would 
strengthen the hands of those least unfavourable to foreign intercourse, 
we must bring home to the ‘unfriendly mandarins at the capital the 
imperative conviction that no trifling or evasion will be permitted.” 
This important point being secured, the effect of vigorous insistence on ' 
our rights will be to temper and modify in some measure the views of 
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the whole provincial official hierarchy, who are more or less directly in 
relations with their stubborn and hostile leaders in the metropolis. To 
withhold this pressure from the Foreign Board is to place cur position 
in China at the mercy of inimical officials, and to render untenable the 
attitade of the two or three Chinese at Peking who in some degree un- 
derstand the bearings of their foreign relations. 

“In order, however, that the management of ull exceptional matters 
affecting British interests may as far as possible be concentrated in the 
hands of the Ministers, it is indispensable that Peking should be placed 
in telegraphic communication with the open ports; and in order that 
the British Government may be able to give prompt authorisation to 
exceptional measures for obtaining redress Peking should be in tele- 
graphic communication with London. With telegraphic lines approach- 
ing completion from Shanghai to Europe both by India and by Siberia, all 
that remains is to insist upon the Chinese granting permission to con- 
nect Peking with Shanghai, and then the chain will be complete that is 
necessary to bring our Government face to face with complications in 
China, hour by hour if neceasary. With a vigorous policy which insists 
upon the inviolability of our Treaty rights, and which tends towards the 
development of improved commercial relations and ampler foreign in- 
tercourse, and with the telegraph from Peking round the seaboard of 
China to Europe, we should have within our reach the conditions of a 
much more satisfactory policy than has hitherto been possible.” 


CHINESE STATESMEN AND STATE PAPERS. 

Fraser's Magazine for April contains the sequel of the article 
on this subject, which was noticed in these columns at the time 
of its publication. In his present paper the writer refers to the 
splenetic rage of the Chinese functionaries at the propositions of 
ibs Yamen toestablish a foreign college at Peking, and to send 
a diplomatic mission to Europe, and, he adds, it is impossible not 
to be struck with the ominous conjunction of an aged preceptor 
of this stamp and a youth under fifteen for his pupil, when that 
pupil is to be the future ruler of China :— 

When we think how much an Emperor of China might do for his 
people if he were himself both honest and enlightened, we cannot help 
wishing it might have been possible to place some high-minded and li- 
beral European—one or more—in charge of the young Emperor while 
his mind was yet fresh, and the power of acquiring new ideas and Im- 
pressions, both of men and things, in its greatest vigour. It is sad to 
think how different might have been the result from anything that can 
now be hoped for. But in this, as in most other schemes or wishos for 
the advancement of this vast Empire in the path of civilisation, the 
selfish rivulries and jealousies of European Powers would have created 
almost insuperable obstacles, had no other been interposed. France, 
with its aspirations after power and influence, if not territory, in the 
East, would never have consented to see an Englishman placed as tutor 
to the Emperor without insisting upon having a French subject in the 
game position. Russia would scarcely have allowed its two great 
‘Western antagonists in Turkey to gain possession of the mind of the 
fature ruler of four hundred millions of Chinese. Even if France were 
not the protector of all Romun Catholic missions, and the active abettor 
of an Ultramontanism which, in China, as elsewhere, is constantly 
threatening encroachments on the power of the State, the difficulty 
would be insurmountable. Russia has not only a large commerce and 
material interests in China, which France is wholly without, but would 
be little likely, with avast couterminous border, and possible territorial 
views of aggrandisement, to see Frenchmen monopolising in the mind of 
the future sovereign. The Russian Government have not yet brought 
to bear any proselytising influences in working out their policy. But 
the Imperial head of the Greek Church in Russia could scarcely be ex- 
pected to see with indifference the rival Church of Rome acquire any 
vantage ground for future influence. ‘Iho difficulty of imparting a good 
secular education to the young scion of the Manchu dynasty would in 
any case have been extremely great. Religious and sectarian differ- 
ences, mingling with political ambitions, made the difficulty an impos- 
sibility. An Englishman, as representing a Protestant Church as well 
as a Protestant Power, would be held equally objectionable by the Latin 
and Greek ecclesis. Under these conditions of national susceptibility 
and rivalries, secular and religious, the hopelessness of any scheme for 
giving instruction of European character to the young Prince is self- 
evident. 

The State papers show with what animus all missionary labours 
in China are regarded by the officials. But the writer before us 
thinks the missionaries mistaken in assuming that they are ob- 
jects of hatred merely as foreigners, and not especially as mis- 
sionaries, and equally so in believing that, even granting some of 
the hostility is directed against missionaries as a body, those of 
the Protestant faith are exempted. After referring to the “ Death- 
blow to Corrupt Doctrines,” already noticed in these columns, the 
writer proceeds :— 

When we are advised to hold the Chinese Government responsible for 
such publications as these—bound to suppress, and liable for the conse- 
quences of their circulation—a difficulty presenta itself. If, as we are 
persuaded, much of what is here charged against the missionaries is fully 
believed by the bulk of the nation— literate and Illiterate—it is not a light 
task that would be imposed on the Chinese Government. It may safely 
be asserted that it is one far beyond the power of the existing rulers of 
China pending the minority of the Emperor. When we reflect therefore 
that this book, and it is a voluminous work, was published in the original 
Chinese at Jao-chow in Kiangsi, the provincein which within the last few 
months two Roman Catholic chapels have been destroyed—that it is the 
carefully prepared compilation of a lettered man, some one of first class 
literary abilities, as we are assured by those best competent from their 
knowledge of Chinese compositiun, to speak with authority, that the writer 
gives a list of one hundred native works that he has consulted—and that 
it is professedly published by the “ gentry and people,” as the title page 
ostentatiously sets forth, and is mainly distributed by officials, it is im- 
possible to misunderstand either the gravity or the significance of such a 
combination. If such works can be widely circulated and fally believed, 
we entirely concur with those who think that the maintenance of friendly 
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relations with the Chinese people, end the continued prosecution of mis. 
sionary labours, are two things which can never be conbined by apy 
diplomatic efforts. 

_ How are Governments to deal with such a state of the na- 
tional mind. “ Teach them better,” we are told. “ Educate the 
Chinese, and let missionaries labour more and more peraistently 
in the interior to disabuse them of their errors :— 

Certainly Jet steps be taken to disabuse them of error—but what 
steps? There lies the difficulty, and the real question of the hour, The 
Chinese must be educated, and as they gain knowledge—secular know- 
ledge of men and things—they will either cease to be superstitious, or 
become less liable to be deccived by its grosser forms, - If religion 
in the hands of foreigners could ever cease to be regarded as a political 
instrument for political ends, one. element of jealousy and distrust in the 
minds of the governing classes could be eliminated. Christianity asa 
religion, apart from all political interference, might then by degrees obtain 
free play and a fair field, with little of official hostility or popular 
hatred to contend against, beyond such as all inaovation or established 
creeds and customs must be naturally expected to excite, even under 
the most discreet and judicious management on the part of the inno- 
vators. 

Into these last sentences the writer before us seems to have 
compressed the “ moral’? of his arguments. To our mind they ap- 
pear to exaggerate the difficulty of the situation, without suggest- 
Ing any practical solution of it. It will be observed that the 
writer puts out of view the Treaty rights, which it cost us 60 
much to secure, throughout the inquiry, which he commenced 
apparently without a conviction and closes without a result. 





Monetary und Commercial,

The custom of tea freights in China is very rationally argued 
by a correspondent whose letter appears in our last issue. The 
writer is perfectly correct in defending the China merchants from 
the attacks of shipowners. The system may have its weak points, 
but on the whole it certainly operates in favour of the owner. It 
is, however, a fact capable of easy proof that merchants, asa rule, 
rather err on the side of liberality in dealing with captains and 
owners of vessels consigned to them, and on the whole lose more 
than the commission derived from this branch of business. Indeed 
many firms refuse the consignment of vessels in toto. We would 
only suggest one alteration, and that is, that if a shipper requires 
his bill of lading delivered before the vessel has completed her 
loading, that no claim for a reduction should afterwards hold good ; 
once the bill of lading is signed and delivered, the rate of freight 
therein named should be final. 

The report of the Oriental Bank, to be presented on the 20th 
jnst., shows a profit of £190,096. The dividend, at the rate of 12 
per cent., absorbs £180,000. Mr. Blyth and Mr. Walkinshaw 
offer themselves for re-election on the board of directors. The 
liabilities to the public stand at £17,905,481 ; the assets are 
£20,001,520. The death is announced of Mr. James Walker, 
deputy-chairman of the Corporation, and one of the directors of 
the Union Bank of London. 

The report of the directors of the Ohartered Bank of. India, 
to be presented at the meeting on the 19th, states that no 
dividend can be announced, and that after allowing for the 
profits made there is a deficiency of £59,022 to be carried 
forward. This sum is equal to about 7} per cent. on the capi- 
tal. This is of course extremely unsatisfactory, but we are 
glad to find that the directors have at all events the courage 
to discharge their duty and state the worst. Mr. Ludwig Wiese, 
late of Hong Hong, has been selected asa director. Indian and 
China banking has come to such a pass now that the whole system 
of conducting these establishments must be remodelled. They are 
certainly leaving no adequate return for the shareholders. 

The meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank is to be held 
on the 18th ; the report was given in our last. 


An interim report of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph 
Company (Limited) states the receipts for the six months ending 
March 31 to have been £41,310. The receipts in October, De- 
cember, and January averaged less than £5,000 per month, owing 
to interruptions in the communication, but the earnings in No- 
vember and February, with interruptions of three and eleven days 
respectively, were nearly £7,500, while last month they amounted 
to £11,901, “ proving that with an uninterrupted line and the 

resent tariff, the prospects of the company may be considered 
‘avourable.” In future the receipts will be published monthly, 
and it is proposed to pay an interim dividend in July next for the 
half-year just closed. 

The report of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph 
Company states that the interruption which occurred in the Lis- 

i bon and Gibraltar section in November last deprived the oom- 
' pany of a considerable amount of revenue. The receipts for the 
| past half-year would have allowed an interim dividend at the 
rate of 5 per cent., but this balance, with some portion of the 
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current receipts, will be temporarily required for the purpose of 
laying an alternative line from Gibraltar to the mouth of the 
Guadina River, which will require about 150 miles of cable. 

The directors of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company have 
notified that they have decided to recommend at the meeting on 
the 26th inst. a distribution of £4 per share, including dividend 
and bonus, for the half-year ended the 3lat of December last. 

We hear that the Sydenham, from Shanghai, has on board some 
of the compound known as “ Maloo mixture,” and the analytical 
chemists will be on the look-out for her arrival; which, we trust, 
will lead to a confiscation. 

Messrs. Robertson and Co., shipbrokers, of Newman’s-court 
Cornhill, London, have established an agency in Liverpool. 

Messrs. Clarke, Spence, and Co. have been appointed Lloyd’s 
agents at Galle. : 

In consequence of a demand for China, some amount of Mexi- 
can dollars of the old coinage, including those just arrived, ex 
Caribbean, have been disposed of at 594d., showing an advance 
of $d. per ounce since the beginning of the week. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for March have been issued, They 
show, on the whole, very favourable results. The declared value 
of exports of English and Irish produce in that month was 
£20,074,600, against £17,300,210 in March, 1870, and £15,697,465 
in March, 1869. The increase has been distribuved over most of 
the leading items, the principal nn habe however, being in 
textile fabrics. The following are the articles that show an aug- 
mention: alkali, apparel, arms and ammunition, cotton yarn, 17 
per cent. in value; cotton manufactures, 11 per cent. in value ; 
earthenware, haberdashery, iron and steel, jute manufactures, 
lead, leather, linen yarn, machinery, silk manufactures, almost 100 
per cent.; woollen yarn, woollen and worsted manufactures, 25 

nt. in value, and unenumerated articles. There is a falling-off in 

er, coals, copper, hardware, linen manufactures, telegraphic wire, 
and tin. Among the imports the principal changes are a consi- 
derable decrease in wheat, Indian corn, and flour, but an increase 
in barley and oats. The quantity of cotton is double that received 
in the corresponding month of 1870, the excess being almost en- 
tirely from the United States. The consumption of duty-paying 
articles was in nearly every case larger than in the corresponding 
period last year ; cocoa, coffee, fruit, sugar, tea, tobacco, and wine 
exhibiting a marked increase. The bonded warehouse account 
shows that, of the articles in hand on the 31st ult., the quantities 
of cocoa, coffee, spirits, and wine were heavier than on the 31st 
March, 1870, while the stocks of fruit, sugar, tea, and tobacco 
showed a decided reduction.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

During a considerable portion of the week which has elapsed 
since the publication of our last report the Produce Markets have 
bean closed for the Easter nolidays ; business has consequently 
been for several days suspended, and has not yet been resumed t 
any great extent. Prices for nearly all articles of import exhibit 
as a rule, little or no change from those current previous to the 


holidays. 
TEA. 

The market re-opened on the 12th inst. after the Easter holidays 
with a quiet tone, the icquiry from the home trade being moderate, and 
only for immediate requirements, but a rather better demand has pre- 
vailed for export, without leading to important business. The holi- 
days have stopped business to any extent ; the few sales that have 
transpired are of Teas ex Fairleader, from Canton; Tayshan (new 
make) Congou, at 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d. per Ib.; Seented Orange Pekoe 
at le. 14d. to 1s. 3d. per 1b.; Caper, from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 4d. per Ib. 
being prices fully up to those previously 1 ting. ; 

The following is from Mr. W. E. Rowlinson’s Tes Circular :—A sale 
of China Tea took place on the 12th inst. at Rotterdam, comprising 
8,390 packages, of which 1,722 chests and 4,952 half-chests Kaisow 
seld at prices that may be quoted slightly easier :—334, ehests, 867 
half-chests, and 69 boxes Souchong brought good prices, the quality 
being fair Lapseng, and going at prices varying from 1s. 8d. to 
1s. 11d., a small break of 85 half-chests realising 2s. 1d., and one of 
69 boxes as high as 2s. 4d. ; these prices must be satisfactory to the 
importers; 346 packages Flowery Pekoe rather disappointed the sell- 
ing brokers, realising from 2s. 3d. to 8s.; one break of 60 chests, 
however, brought 3s. 6d., which I consider a very good price. The 2,674 
packages Java Tea that were offered at the same time show an advance 
of 14d. per lb. on last sales, and in a few instances the Malty Nan- 
goeng and Tendiolaja Plantations realised 2d. per lb. above last quota- 
tions ; this is to be acconnted for in consequence of the high price of 
Assams. 


SILK. 

The holidays have tended to increase the quietude ruling in the 
market, and as one or two importers have met the market, a general 
lower range of quotations has been made, fair market Teatlee having 
Deen sold at 24s. 6d. Red Peacocks are quoted 25s. 3d. to 25s. 6d. ; 
Chop thirds, 28s. 6d. The deliveries are fairly satisfactory. Ja 
continue as neglected as ever. It is reported that good cocoons of the 
new European crop can be purchased at f.4.50 per kilogramme. 

COFFEE. 

The occurrence of the Easter holidays has not tended to improve 
the market, which has maintained an inactive tone since last mail. 
Only one public sale has been held, and privately the transactions 
have been limited in extent; the only private sales reported are of 
small lots Plantation Ceylon at about the prices quoted in our last 
report, and of 300 Lam native at 55s. to 55s. 6d. perewk The first 
public sales since the holidays, held on the 18th, were moderate, con- 
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sisting of Plantation kinds, and went off without competition at steady 
rates ;3106 casks 15 tierces 53 barrels 116 bags Plantation Ceylon sold, 
triage 50s. to 688. small 563. to 608, low middling to middling 
greyish 60s. 6d. to 64s. 6d., middling coloury 66s. to 663. 6d., bold 
71s. to 748. ; 431 bags Native Ceylon wore bought in, good ordinary 
at 54e., bold 57s., except 88 bags which sold, small 44s. 6d., peaberry 
53s. 6d.; of 864 cases 111 bags new crop Wynaad Plantation per 
steamer Scanderia via Canal about 400 cases were bought in at 64s., 
the remainder selling as follow, triage 52s. to 55s. 6d., low middling 
mixed 63s. 6d. to 648., middling greenish 668. 6d. to 66s. 6d., bold 
greyish 72s., bold coloury 78s. 6d. to 81s., peaberry 81s. to 82s. 6d., 
the remainder since sold under the bought-in price; 46 bags Native 
sold at 55s. 6d. 

The landings for the week consist chiefly of Ceylon and Brazil, 
and are fully 800 tons larger than in 1870; the deliveries are again 
smaller, but still slightly exceed last year’s, and the deficiency in the 
stock is rather leas than in the previous week. The quantity of Ceylon 
Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated as follows :—Plantation, 
295,408 cwt., against 304,246 cwt. at the corresponding date of 1870 ; 
Native 38,406 cwt., against 30,194 ewt. The quantity afloat for the 
Continent is nil. The quantity of Coffee landed in the fourteen weeks 
ended April 8, 1871, was, of Oeylon, 5,205 tons, against 5,35v tons 
during the corresponding period of 1870; of all descriptions, 10,567 
tons, against 7,901 tons. The quantity entered for home consumption 
was, of Ceylon, 2,625 tons, against 2,113 tons; of all descriptions, 
5,082 tons, against 3,876 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 
6,129 tons, against 5,246 tons; of all descriptions, 13,690 tons, against 
9,344 tons. Thestock on April 8 was, of Ceylon, 10,056 tons, against 
11,855 tons; of all descriptions, 16,648 tons, againat 18,900 tons. 


SUGAR. 

The market has re-opened with a better demand than has prevailed 
for some time past, and there is now a fair amount of business doing 
at about 6d. advance on the prices lately ruling. The sales comprise 
on the spot 1,800 bags unclayed Zebu Manila at 20s. 6d. ; 6,000 b 
olayed Manila (duty 4s.) at 24s. ; 200 tons unclayed Taal Manila 
(for arrival March shipment), at 21s. 6d; 100 tons unclayed Taal 
Manila at 20s. 6d.; 3,600 bags clayed Manila (duty 4s.) at 258.; 4,500 
bags ditto at 24a. to 24s. 6d. ; 880 baskets middling white Java at 872. 
to 372. 6d.; and 1,700 basketa low date Penang at 19s. 

The landings for the week include 1,800 tons of British West India 
and 800 tons of Beetroot, and are about on a par with last year's. 
The home deliveries are relatively diminutive, but still 1,800 tons in 
excess of last year's, so that the deficiency in the stock is now 23,200 
tons. Stock, April 1, 51,476 tons, against 73,335 tons; April 8, 52,701 
tons, against 75,901 tonsa. The quantity of Sugar landed in the fourteen 
weeks ended April 8, 1871, was, of Penang, 141 tons, against 792 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1870; of Manila, Java and China, 
5,689 tons, against 5,110 tons; the quantity entered for home con- 
sumption was, of Penang, 733 tons, against 729 tons; of Manila, Java, 
and China, 7,800 tons, against 6,700 tons. The quantity exported 
was, of Penang, 98 tons, against 32 tons; of Manila, Java, and China, 
614 tons, against 1,221 tons. The stock on April 8 was, of Penang, 
2,286 tons, against 2,861 tons; of Manila, Java, and China, 25,069 
tons, against $2,979 tons.
